General Remarks. 


Only a brief statement is necessary to give the result of a 
profitable and highly successful school year. We know ex- 
cellent work has been done by the teachers, who, as a rule, 
have instructed children unusually bright, earnest and obedient. 
So well were our schools conducted we thought best to contin- 
ue the winter term one week. ‘The town has given more weeks 
and better advantages than many of our larger surrounding 
towns. Wecannot boast of our perfect attendance. If par- 
ents would insist upon their children attending school regularly 
they would secure better results from officers and teachers, 
raise the percentage of attendance and gain a higher scholar- 
ship. Keep your children in school, is our most urgent plea. 

You want to see your children grow mentally, morally and 
physically ; in other words, you want to see them develop that 
which is good and useful to them, to you and to the town, and 
thus become loyal citizens—citizens to be proud of. Only this 
comes through harmony. You criticise the officers and teach- 
ers and your children naturally do the same. 

Perfect harmony never will exist without a superintendent 
of schools. A superintendent would fill a much needed office, 
‘ giving promise of permanent and increaringly satisfactory 
schools. | 

The school board and town have been unfortunate in the 
resignation of two very worthy members. Appointments were 
made in September and December. We have endeavored to 
aid in fulfilling the laws and in carrying out the plans already 
made by our predecessors, realizing our inability. 

The spring term in the Kast Lempster school closed at the 
end of six weeks because of illness; the fall and winter terms 
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have nearly completed the required time. This, and a register 
we have failed to collect, makes it very difficult to give the 
school statistics. The percentage of attendance is low. At 
the present time the whole number of pupils register fifty-nine ; 
the number of perfect attendance eleven. 

We would urge better care of the books. ‘There will be sev- 
eral books needed in the spring to replace those badly torn and 
worn, while there are books which need to be newly bound. 

The repairs on the school buildings have been more exten- 
sive than we had hoped would be necessary, especially in the 
North division. One building has been painted and a school- 
room papered. 

We conclude our report, wishing you peace and prosperity 
in the coming year.
